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The Engines 


The British veterinarian George S. 
Forbes, after a visit to Hialeah Park in 
January, wvote an article for Horse and 
Hound (London) in the course of which 
he had the following remarks upon the 
practice of “nerving” horses. 


On American tracks one sees horses 
competing with such unsound legs one 
could not visualize them even making the 
starting gate in Europe. They are treated 
akin to engines, being jacked-up. decar- 
bonised, or rebored, until the wheels begin 
to move. 

A great many. including some of the 
very best, are un-nerved. The location 
which is the favorite site is the digitals, 
which lie in the pastern, equi-distant be- 
tween the heels and fetlocks to the outside 
and back. These two nerves are removed 
simultaneously for fractures of the coffin 
bene or wings of lateral cartilage. ring- 
bones. navicular disease, or pedalostitis. 

This double digital neurectomy works 
like a charm for lameness associated with 
the pastern and hoof, the operation being 
quite simple under a local anaesthetic. 
The horse goes sound the very next day 
and can be raced within one week. when 
the skin sutures are removed. 

With digital neurectomy there is no 
danger from degeneration of the hoof. 
with consequent separation. The only 
after-care has to be from pricks in’ shoe- 
ing. which, of course. the horse would not 
feel, and in some cases a neuroma (nerve 
tumour) can form at the end of the se- 
vered portion. 

Dr. William O. Reed has eliminated this 
risk to a certain degree by tying a silk 
ligature around the end of the severed 
nerve. which seems to have a_ retarding 
effect upon any subsequent tumour for- 
mations, 

Volar neurectomy is undertaken in 
lameness due to sesamoiditis or a split in 
the sesamoid bones—only one of the volar 
nerves can be removed, for the complete 
occlusion of both the nerves would lead 
to eventual neurosis and separation of the 
hoof. 

First it has to be determined which of 
the nerves is affected. this being diag- 
nosed by nerve blocks with a local anaes- 
thetic. The offending branch is then 
severed. These volar nerves lie above the 
fetlock and can be felt by the thumb just 
below and behind the end of the splint 
bones on each side of the leg. 

Ulnar neurectomy. The removal of 
this nerve is practised for certain cases 
of knee lameness such as inflammation of

the carpal bones. This again is easily per- 
formed under local anaesthesia, the nerve 
lying a hand’s breadth above the back 
of the knee and just under the skin. 

Median neurectomy is not legalized by 
the racecourse officials of the State Laws. 
for removal of this deep-seated and main 
nerve in the armpit would completely ¢n- 
ervate the whole limb and would 
make the horse a possible danger to the 
rider. 


The Grant Way 


And now comes Howard Grant. a fine 
little rider from Cincinnati who. having 
wheeled his horse to the post at Bowie 
on March 24, suggests that she be 
scratched on grounds of unsoundness. 
Getting no agreement from the track vet- 
erinarian, Mr. Grant rides her anyway. 
and the 5-to-2 shot finishes last. 

“T tried to let her run, but she stum- 
bled 3 times before I took hold of her 
head to keep her from going down,” he 
says. 

Mr. Grant is vindicated, and the next 
morning the filly comes up with a 104- 
degree temperature. Making Mr. Grant 
the players’ champion. 

All of this is barely reminiscent of Mr. 
Willie Hartack’s experiences with “lame” 
horses. Twice last month Mr. Hartack 
had refused to ride. and the last time. 
after canceling the rest of his day's 
mounts. the stewards fined him $100. 


Man, What a Night 


“In an atmosphere akin to a racetrack 
festival.” said the Minneapolis Tribune 
of March 26. “the state house of repre- 
sentatives general legislation committee 
Wednesday recommended passage of a 
bill permitting pari-mutuel betting in 
Minnesota.” 

The measure’s architect. Rep. Alfred 
Otto. of St. Paul. told an applauding gal- 
lery that race track betting would net the 
state 12-million dollars a year, which 
surely would help wipe out an impending 
state deficit. 

He noted that South Dakota and Win- 
nipeg had horse racing and that there 
was a good chance Iowa and Wisconsin 
would follow suit. “So are you going to 
give money to your neighbors and_ sit 
back while you see them take it.” 

A small group of clergymen spoke in 
opposition, but the House committee. 
with dollars in its eyes. recommended leg- 
islative approval. 

Man. it was a great night in Minnea- 
polis.

The One-Eyed One 


Miami. Forty-eight hours before the 
Donn Handicap at Gulfstream Park 


trainer W. C. (Woody) Stephens still was 
hospitalized with a bad case of virus. and 
to Cain Hoy’s stable foreman. Bill Flynn, 
fell the duty of getting One-Eyed King 
ready for the mile-and-a-half grass stakes. 

While Flynn was in charge, Woody’s 
influence was everywhere. Flynn’s first 
statement. addressing this writer. was, 
“Don't forget to put this in your story: 
Woody's the only guy on earth who could 
train this horse. With that one eye he’s 
got, this horse has got a funny disposi- 
tion. Not real mean, mind you, but he’s 
got his funny ways. You got to under- 
stand him and show an awful lot of 
patience. Woody sure has it.” 

One-Eyed King. a Cain Hoy home-bred. 
never had been a truly top horse, but 
he had been a good, honest runner. prin- 
cipally on the grass. He had started 41 
times going into the Donn Handicap. win- 
ning 7. placing 14 times, and earning 
$108.412. He won $80,907 of that total 
last year when he won: the Magic City 
Handicap and Lincoln Special. was sec- 
ond in the Bowling Green Handicap. 
Massachusetts and New York Handicaps. 
and was third in the Sussex Turf and 
Olympia Handicaps. 

“He’s no great horse.” Flynn_ said. 
“but when he’s right he’s apt to beat the 
best of ‘em.” A case in point was the 
Massachusetts Handicap. when One-Eyed 
King finished second to Promised Land 
and in front of Clem. 

One-Eyed King, a 5-year-old bay horse 
by *Nasrullah—Siama, by Tiger. appears 
to be improving with age. He won 9 
times as much money as a 3-year-old as 
he had at 2, and last year he won 4 times 
more than he had at 3. 


On 2 occasions last October. at Bel- 
mont. One-Eyed King finished second 
INDEX 
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after swerving out in the stretch. The 
second time was in the New York Handi- 
cap. but he still managed to finish with- 
in three-quarters of a length of the win- 
ner. 


Hard Course Preferred 


“Yeah. | remember those 2. all right.” 
Flynn said, “No. he wasn’t having any 
physical troubles. Both times he shied 
away from that 2-year-old chute that runs 
right through the grass course. He's 
neyer swerved anywhere else.” 

One-Eyed King ships well and runs 
often. After running on an almost once- 
a-week schedule last fall, he was shipped 
to Woodbine October 25 for the Canadian 
Championship Stakes, 15, miles on the 
grass. He finished sixth, beaten 3°4 
lengths. but the stable blamed a_ rain- 
soaked course for his defeat. 

“He’s a horse that loves to hear his 
feet rattle. If it comes up mud he’s not 
likely to run very good. Just look at that 
race opening day at Gulfstream and you'll 
see what I mean.” 

In that race. first grass event in Gulf- 
stream history. One-Eyed King zipped 


2 mile and a sixteenth in 1:41. winning by 


Harry F. Guggenheim’s One-Eyed King, a 


7 lengths and setting an American record. 
The new grass course, unusually hard, 
suited One-Eyed King perfectly. 

Had the track softened appreciably in 
the ensuing 3 weeks? “Not a bit, L don’t 
think.” Flynn said. “Heck, that horse 
yesterday (*My Hour Il) went a mile in 
:36 and 2. 

“| think this horse will run all right 
Saturday. He’s trained up to it real fine; 
he won't have no excuses.” 

One-Eyed King’s form at times has 
been deceptive. On occasions he will close 
boldly: on other occasions he will display 
no stretch run whatever. He has been on 
the front end at the eighth-pole and lost. 
The Donn Handicap distance was a mile 
and a half, and it didn’t precisely fit 
him. 


Lazy Bones 


“Well, don’t know,” Flynn said. “I 
think itll be all right on the grass. He 
can run all day on grass. It’s not going to 
be easy. | know that. We got General Ar- 
thur to beat and Trotsek, he’s always got 
2 couple grass horses ready to run.” 


Exercise boy Dave Remerscheid. who 
was walking another Cain Hoy horse, 


pointed proudly to the fact that he had 
been galloping One-Eyed King for the 
past year and that the horse had 
more than $100.000 in that time. 
“He’s got his own disposition.” Remer- 
scheid said.

him. Woody’s taken time and patience 
with him, and it’s paid off. 

“Having one boy gallop him all the 
time helps. He’s so used to me now I 
could walk him right through traffic on 
the highway and it weuldn’t bother him 
none, 

“He used to be a real nervous horse, 
but not no more. L remember a couple 
days before he run thet record race at 
Gulfstream. We was washing him down 
end somebody says. ‘He looks like he’s 
kinda dead.” That’s the idea. He does 
his work on the track, and then he comes 
back and relaxes. Look at him now, he’s 
gone to sleep.” 

One-Eyed King’s nickname is “One- 
Eyed Connelly.” taken by Stephens from 
the fabled gate-crasher. 

The horse ran 3 times at Hialeah, with 
no success. He was fourth in the Bou- 
vainvillea. ninth in the Widener. and third 
in an allowance race. But he took to the 
Gulfstream turf course as if he owned it. 


The Prophet 


Paul Healy. assistant trainer to Jim 
Hastie, who handles General Arthur, was 
not worried about One-Eyed King—or 
anyone else, for that matter. Their horse 
was ready. 

“He’s training real good. breezed a mile 
in 1:39 and change a couple days ago. 
In first-class condition. I think they’ve 
got us to worry about. ‘stead of us worry- 
ing about anybody else.” 

General Arthur, which never had run 
on grass before this winter, became a tiger 
on the turf. He won an allowance at Hia- 
leah, then scored an upset victory in the 
Bougainvillea. He was fourth in the 
Hialeah Turf Handicap when unable to 
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get through on the hedge most of the way 
around and had to overcome all sorts of 
trouble before getting through. 


Jack Leonard had ridden the horse 
masterfully in his 3 victories (one at Gulf- 
stream). while Bill Hartack had ridden 
him in his only defeat. 


Because Leonard was committed to go 
to Bowie for his contract owner, Ada L. 
Rice. Healy said Hartack would be back 
on General Arthur on Saturday. 

“He knows the horse better now.” 
Healy said. “and will have confi- 
cence in him. He'll ride better this time.” 

James McCue. owner of General Arthur, 
blithely announced Thursday afternoon 
that he was shooting for a record. 

“We're sending our horse out to break 
the American record.” McCue said. “I feel 
sure either he or One-Eyed King will 
make it.” 

The record was 2:2525. set in 1955 at 
Santa Anita by *St. Vincent. running 
downhill. 

A field of 8 went to the post in the 
Donn, with General Arthur carrying top 
weight of 126. giving 10 pounds to One- 
Eyed King. Hasty House entered a_ 3- 
horse entry. Ekaba. *Aysha. and *Mahan, 
but scratched *Mahan. The rest of the 
field included Meriner’s Guide, Firesickle. 
Point of Order. and *Trasgo. 

McCue proving a fairly adept prophet. 
was within two-fifths of a second of be- 
coming a latter-day Nostradamus. Only 
trouble. it was One-Eyed King which won 
“easily” by 314 lengths in 2:25445. Ekaba 
was second, 2 lengths in front of General 
Arthur, the 7-5 choice. 

Hasty House’s *Aysha and Ekaba went 
on the pace and ran 1-2 for the first mile. 
with General Arthur third and One-Eyed 


King fourth. On the far turn, the second 
time around, One-Eyed King made a big 
move under Johnny Sellers. *Aysha quit, 
but Ekaba hung on doggedly to mid- 
stretch. One-Eyed King drew away, but 
Ekaba maintained his 2-length margin on 
General Arthur. 

General Arthur was brought outside by 
Hartack coming by the stands the first 
time, then sent along the hedge after a 
mile. He was blocked momentarily, came 
out and then in again, and made a strong 
move on the final turn but could not sus- 
tain it. 


Reshuffling 


The Florida Derby, to be run April 4, 
was rated a set-up for Flamingo winner 
Troilus—until March 24, when Brook- 
meade’s Sword Dancer, being brought 
along artfully by Elliott Burch, galloped 
to victory in a mile-and-70-yard allowance 
race. It was a bad field, except for the 
highly touted Dunce, but an impressive 
race nonetheless for Sword Dancer. 

Dunce had his troubles. but when clear 
he could not gain an inch on Sword 
Dancer. It was Dunce’s third race of the 
meeting, his third failure. 

The next day, in the Fountain of Youth, 
Easy Spur stunned the crowd by running 
away from Troilus to win by 8 lengths. 
Troilus. the 2-5 favorite, was off slowly, 
got the lead going into the backstretch, 
but Easy Spur went past him on the final 
turn and romped home. Troilus saved the 
place from Rare Rice by a neck. Easy 
Spur’s time for the 1;); miles was 1:4144, 
only a fifth of a second slower than Round 
Table’s track record. Easy Spur carried 
119, Troilus 122.

NEW YORK 
The New Aqueduct 


The new Aqueduct race track will open 
Monday. September 14. 

John W. Hanes, president of the New 
York Racing Association, said that com- 
pletion of the 33-million-dollar plant had 
been delayed by severe weather. The orig- 
inal target date had been July 1. 

Hanes said he had been given assurance 
by Stone and Webster, Inc., the engineers, 
and by Arthur Froehlich and Associates, 
the architects, that the track would be 
turned over to the NYRA in late-July. 

Because of the uncertainty as to when 
Aqueduct would be ready for operation. 
racing dates for the New York season 
were requested only through July 4. and 
it now will be necessary to arrange for the 
remainder of the schedule. Hanes told 
newsmen that Belmont Park probably 
remain open until July 13, when racing 
would move back to Jamaica. Saratoga 
would be open from August 3-30, and on 
August 31 racing would return to Belmont 
for 2 weeks before Aqueduct opened. 

The new Aqueduct, said Hanes. “should 
climax the greatest year in New York’s 
racing history.” 

According to the NYRA’s promotion. 
Aqueduct’s grandstand and club house 
“will equal in height a 10-story building” 
and will be capable of seating 20.000 per- 
sons under cover. There will be 14.000 
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other seats in gardens, rest rooms, dining 
areas. The track will be able to accommo- 
date a total of 80,000 spectators. 


CALIFORNIA 


Kerr Plans Campaign 


Travis M. Kerr this week told Daily 
Racing Form that Round Table would 
skip Hollywood Park in favor of the Chi- 
cago tracks. 

“As this is Round Table’s last campaign 
before going to stud, and inasmuch as he 
has now attained the sport’s highest honor 
(horse-of-the-year in 1958). we are not 
looking for new worlds to conquer. From 
now on our first duty is to our horse,” 
he said. 

Round Table. now apparently recovered 
from minor injuries to his fore feet, will 
accompany the bulk of the Kerr stable 
to Chicago in mid-April. 

Kerr said he was looking forward to the 
Balmoral. Volcanic. Stars and Stripes, and 


Arlington Handicaps. “after which we 
might consider sending him after the 


Washington Park Handicap.” 

There was a possibility he would be sent 
to Atlantic City for the United Nations 
Handicap. and “if all is still going well. 
we would seriously consider flying him to 
Paris for the Prix de Are de Triomphe. 
with the possibility of his returning to the 
States to end his competitive career in 
the Washington, D. C.. International not 
entirely out of the question.” 


OBITUARY 


Jay D. Weil 


Jay David Weil. of Lexington, died 
March 31 at Memorial Hospital, Holly- 
wood, Fla. The 64-year-old farmer. live- 
stock specialist. businessman. and former 
Thoroughbred breeder had been ill for 
several weeks. 


Mr. Weil bred race horses on a small 
scale for many years, beginning about 
1917, and occasionally his operation as 
breeder and owner was on a large scale. 
Several times he dispersed his horses when 
they claimed too much of his time. Best 
known of the horses he bred were the 
stekes winners Coramine. Flying Streak. 
Witch Sir. Galla Damion, and Little Nip. 
The last 3 of these were sons of Sir 
Damion, which he owned, at first in part- 
nership with Hal Price Headley, whose 
interest he purchased in 1949.

The farm now known as Walnut Springs 
was sold by Mr. Weil to Robert Sterling 
Clark in the late 1920’s, and was repur- 
chased by him at a bargain price after 
Mr. Clark had spent about $200,000 in im- 
provements and then abandoned his plans 
to use the place. At the time of his death 
Mr. Weil owned Briar Hill Stock Farm, 
near Lexington, a farm in Jessamine 
County, Kentucky, and Valley of the Moon 
Plantation, near Hermanville, Miss. 

Among Mr. Weil’s several business in- 
terests were the Weil-Elliott Chemical 
Cempany, of Louisville, and Livestock 
Health and Supplies, Lexington, of which 
he was a founder and vice president. He 
was a member of a family long noted 
for advanced farming practices in central 
Kentucky and was named a Master Con- 
servationist in 1952. He was a cousin of 
Herschel Weil, breeder of Troilus. 

Survivors in the immediate family in- 
clude Mrs. Weil, their 2 daughters, Mrs. 
David Bolotin and Mrs. Robert Mickler, 
and 5 grandchildren.

H. George Schneider, of Houston, resident vice 
president of C. F. Braun & Company, which 
specializes in the engineering and construction of 
cil refineries and industrial plants, has raced 
Thoroughbreds since 1945. In 1947 he began 
breeding horses in partnership with Colin MacLeod 
Jr.; their first foal was the stakes-winning mare 
Versify. 

In 1950 Schneider formed a racing and breed- 
ing partnership, known as the Four Way Ranch, 
with Cecil R. Haden, also of Houston. Although 
he and MacLeod no longer operated their stables 
together, Mrs. Schneider and Mrs. MacLeod con- 
tinued to race and breed stock as the Companas 
Stable. 

One of the first horses owned by Four Way 
Ranch was Dulat, 1948, by Silver Horde—La 
Joya, by Mokatam, which finished second in the 
Miami Beach Handicap and third in the Bou- 
gainvillea and Gulfstream Park Handicaps. In 5 
seasons Dulat won 10 of 45 starts and earned 
$46,405. Schneider and Haden decided to retire 
him to stud at Over the Grass Farm in Virginia, 
which Schneider had purchased in 1954. 

In the fall of 1955 the partners decided to 
acquire 1 or 2 young mares as mates for Dulat, 
and Mrs. E. Barry Ryan, wife of the owner of 
Normandy Farm, agreed to look over a group of 
mares consigned to a mixed sale at Tattersalls in 
Lexington on December 1, 1955. Mrs. Ryan’s 
only purchase for Four Way was the 3-year-old 
Coral Island, consigned by the estate of Herman 
Delman. Coral Island, which had raced only 
once, was in foal to *Flushing II. She was 
bought for $2,400. 

Early the next spring Coral Island foaled Atoll 
at Over the Grass. Last year, racing for Four Way, 
the colt was unplaced only once in 12 starts. 
He won the Myles Standish and Remsen Stakes 
and finished second in the Great American, Cow- 
din and Mayflower Stakes, earning 120 pounds, 
sixth-highest weight, in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. 

Four Way sold Atoll privately, for a price which 
has been reported between $100,000 and $125,000, 
to the Elkcam Stable of Elliott, Frank and Robert 
Mackle, Florida real estate developers, and Lou 
Chesler, a business associate of the Mackles. 
Atoll had cut his ankle in the Remsen, and his 
1959 debut was delayed temporarily by slow heal- 
ing. He came out for the first time in the Swift 
Stakes and his performance suggested that he had 
been well bought, though the class of his com- 
petition dropped tremendously when Intentionally 
was declared out of the race. 

Inescapable set the pace, with Atoll never more 
than a length back. Entering the stretch, he moved 
to the leader and from the eighth-pole home there 
was no contest, Atoll winning by 6 lengths. Ines- 
capable beat Dandy Ron by 1% lengths for second. 
The latter did not get to keep third money, being 
placed last for crowding on the stretch turn. 

Atoll is the first stakes winner this year for 
*Flushing II, which stands at L. P. Doherty’s 
Stallion Station, Lexington. Coral Island now is 
in foal to Dulat and is booked to Primate.

or any other group of horses, solely ac- 
cording to the number of winners and 
their winnings is comparable to an ac- 
countant who keeps scrupulous record 
of credits but has no information concern- 
ing debits. This one-sided bookkeeping 
has been traditional in racing. Most 
owners and breeders discover the odds, 
if they discover them at all, only through 
experience, and one man’s experience is 
rarely extensive enough to indicate proba- 
bilities. 

A sample of the sire list to be com- 
piled for American Race Horses is given 
in the accompanying illustration. It sum- 
marizes the second-poorest year in the 
lifetime record of the most successful 
stallion of the century. Similar informa- 
tion will be given for each sire represent- 
ed in 1958 and for each of his runners. 


Multiple Usefulness 


Compilation and publication of such a 
list. including a line for each of the 
28.099 runners in 1958, will be an expen- 
sive operation, but the cost will repre- 
sent a small fraction of its potential 
value to the industry in general and to the 
individual breeder and owner. The indus- 
try will be benefited if the information is 
widely used in counteracting overproduc- 
tion through enlightened procedures in 
culling. Individuals should benefit through 
knowledge previously unavailable. As- 
suming that similar information will be 
provided annually, research workers will 
be able to make numerous studies which 
previously were almost prohibited by the 
time and expense involved in collecting 
the raw data. 

Compilation of the progeny record of 
a broodmare was made easy by the 
publication of Thoroughbred Sires and 
Dams, an annual series instituted by 
The Blood-Horse in 1940. The 19th 
volume in this series, now in prepara- 
tion, will be titled Thoroughbred Brood- 
mare Records, and the section relating 
to sires will be given in the more com- 
plete form illustrated here and will be 
transferred to American Race Horses. 

The index figure for each starter will 
be useful for long-term studies, since 
it will permit comparison on a common 
basis. even for horses racing in different 
decades and with different opportunities. 
It can be used to derive separate indexes 
for 2-year-olds or horses of other ages, 
and for males and females. 

Lifetime indexes for individual runners 


or for groups will be easy to compile 
when the new type of sire list has been 
published for several years. Compilation 
of individual records will be largely a 
matter of addition, since the index for 
any one year is the adjustment (actual 
earnings divided by average expectancy) 
for the year. The sum of the adjustments 
divided by the number of years raced 
equals the index.

The lifetime index for Pursuit was 


32.69 divided by 8, or 4.09, indicating that 
this durable gelding earned more than 
4 times as much as he would have gained 
if all purse money had been distributed 
equally among all starters in each year. 

With records of this sort as easily ob- 
tainable for the progeny of sires as for 
progeny of mares, the horseman who pre- 
fers realistic judgments will be in a posi- 
tion to estimate values on the basis of 
fact to a greater degree than ever before. 
And if other countries eventually adopt 
2 similar format for presentation of data, 
we will have an internationel standard for 
the appraisal of success.

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PREPARING YEARLINGS 


Illinois Thoroughbred breeders, trying 
to improve the quality and appearance of 
their sales animals, last week attended 
2 meetings. one at Chicago and the other 
at Collinsville, at which Charles Nuckols, 
of Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky., dis- 
cussed the preparation of yearlings for 
auction. The meetings were sponsored 
by the Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association and the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany of Lexington. 

Approximately 35 men and women at- 
tended the Chicago session, on March 23, 
and about 60 were on hand the next day 
for the Collinsville meeting. 

At the conclusion of Nuckols’ talk in 
Chicago, it was suggested that a “stud- 
managers course” be held for the Illinois 
breeders, and George Swinebroad, execu- 
tive vice-president of the sales company. 
said his firm would be happy to organ- 
ize a course patterned after those once 
held at Lexington. The meeting could be 
held either at Lexington or in Illinois. 
Swinebroad said, but no definite plans 
were made before adjournment. 


Nuckols’ address, including replies to 
questions from the floor is given here in 
its entirety, foliowed by a statement from 
L. E. Morris, president of the Illinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 


There are many different methods for 
preparing yearlings for the market, but 
the one I know best is the one we use at 
Hurstland. It will be impossible for me 
to give all the details, but I will try to 
cover the most important phases. 

My father once said you cannot be a 
good livestock man unless you are a 
good farmer. He often remarked that a 
crop of yearlings was like a crop of 
tobacco or hay, that you only got out of 
them what you put into them. 

This may seem a little far-fetched to 
some of you but when a_ 1,000-pound 
yearling walks off the farm he has taken, 
with him a lot of important elements from 
the soil. So a breeder, like a farmer. 
has to replace what has been removed 
from the soil, whether it be a crop of 
yearlings or a crop of tobacco. We feel 
that this is so important in raising a 
good crop of yearlings that we have em- 
ployed the services of a private laboratory 
to advise us in keeping our soil in bal- 
ance and caring for our pastures. 

Some people believe that it takes only 
60 or 90 days to prepare a yearling for 
sale, but we at Hurstland believe it is 
a year-around program. Starting with 
a foal, I will try to list the most impor- 
tant phases, but not necessarily in the 
order of importance. 


Parasite Control 
Of the categories I have listed to dis- 
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cuss. parasite control is the first and most 
important problem a breeder has in pre- 
paring yearlings for the market. You will 
produde better individuals with lower 
feeding costs and will receive higher 
prices for your yearlings if a strict worm- 
ing program is followed. Dr. W. R. 
McGee has said. “No matter how good 
a horse is with parasites, he would be 
better without them.” 

We at Hurstland use the low-level phe- 
rothiazine program. We start the first 
of each month and continue through the 
21st of the month. Our foals are wormed 
with piperazine at 8, 12. and 16 weeks. 
About the first of December, after a good 
freeze. each is tubed with carbon disul- 
fide and every 60 days thereafter with

piperazine. One advantage of piperazine 
is that your yearlings don’t have to be 
drawn for it to be administered. 

Worms are a daily problem, not a 
monthly one, and the only thing I’m try- 
ing to tell you is what we use, and we get 
results. We let mares go out on 
pasture after the breeding season is 
over—barren mares that have been pro- 
nounced in foal and will be turned out 
for 2 or 3 months—and these mares are 
given a therapeutic dose during these 
months because they are not on grain. 
But when they come up for the fall sea- 
son we give them a therapeutic dose. 
then put them back on low level. 


I might say, regarding the therapeutic 
dose, I’ve seen some help administer it, 
and it gets pretty tiresome for them when 
they know they have to do it every month. 
On a low-level program, you get your 
help established in the routine, and the 


phenothiazine goes in just like oats. And 
it’s not necessarily a level teaspoonful. 


The therapeutic dose is administered 
with a syringe. And you take farm help: 
if she didn’t get the 6 or 8 ounces, I'll 
catch her next month. And if you’ve ever 
tried to administer a lot of medicine by 
syringe or orally, you know they don’t 
always get the full dose. 


I might add this: of figures that have 
been kept. the colic cases on farms that 
are on low-level phenothiazine are prac- 
tically nill, compared to farms that are 
on a therapeutic program. I don‘t  be- 
lieve we've had 5 or 6 cases of colic in 
the last 7 or 8 years. 


Feeding 


If I make any recommendations on this 
subject I am sure to get into trouble. 
since I know of no 2 breeders who feed 
alike. This is a very important phase 
of preparing yearlings. particularly for 
the men who are doing the feeding. Foals 
learn to eat with their dams before the 
summer months when the dams are tied. 
Then the foals learn to eat by themselves. 
At this point, you learn which foals clean 
up their feed. and they should be fed ac- 
cordingly. All horses. regardless of age, 
should be fed as individuals and never 
more than they will clean up. We feed 
oats that have a test weight of 44 pounds 
or better, and they are crimped before 
they are fed. We do this because we 
believe the oats are assimilated better. 
They are also fed a fortified feed which 
includes vitamins and minerals that are 
believed essential to horses. It is impos- 
sible for me to tell you how much to 
feed your yearlings since so many differ- 
ent types of feeds are fed. 


An abundance of good clean water is 
essential to every horse, and should be 
available at all times. 


As for hay, we feed the best that money 
can buy, using mostly alfalfa and heavy 
mixed clover. We alternate feeding al- 
falfa one week and clover the next week. 
My father used to say that straight timo- 
thy hay was like a man eating corn flakes 
without cream and sugar. Outside of the 
feed that I have already mentioned, we 
feed all yearlings carron vil 75 or 80 
days before the sale, according to the 
individual. This is a 50-50 mixture of 
lime water and pure raw linseed oil. The 
lime water will help sweeten his stomach 
while the linseed oil will help regulate 
the bowels. 


A good feeder is like a trainer prepar- 
ing his horse for a race; he wants his 
yearlings ready in flesh and condition the 
day of the sale—not a month early or 
2 weeks late. 

During the summer the foals are fed 
twice a day—at 10 a. m. and 3 p. m. 
We feed the mare once a day, except 
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This second annual spring sale, held during the spring meet- 
ing at Keeneland, promises to be one of the most attractive 
sales of its kind held during the year. Plan now to be at 
Keeneland on April 20!

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when it is a dry year and the pasture 
is not good. The mare is tied, and the 
foal is fed, and it is at this time that the 
feet are picked up. and the foals are 
gentled. 


We have a nightwatchman’s feed bag. 
and the man who takes care of a particu- 
lar yearling feeds that yearling, and if this 
one colt eats 8 or 9 quarts he is fed ac- 
cordingly. 


Care of Feet 


Everyone has heard the age-old saying. 
“No foot, no horse.” One of the first 
things I look at while inspecting year- 
lings is the feet. and I believe this holds 
true for most buyers, particularly trainers. 
I will not go into the unsoundness of the 
foot but merely outline the program we 
use. 

Trimming usually starts when the foal 
is approximately 3 months old. Before 
the blacksmith starts to work. the foal 
is led on a level surface away from the 
blacksmith, then turned and led back to 
kim. While the foal is being walked, it 
is determined what corrective measures 
should be taken. This same procedure is 
followed each month until they leave the 
farm. Plates are put on yearlings’ fore 
feet about a month before the sale to 
prevent damage that cannot be repaired 
by sale time. 

We keep a chart. made in duplicate. 
of all blacksmith work, and this is kept 
in the files. We also keep a_post-index 
file card, and everything we do to a horse 
is entered on this card for permanent 
record. 

Although we usually shoe a yearling a 
month before shipping out, sometimes we 
put this off until the last couple of days. 
especially in case of a yearling we are 
being extra solicitous about. We have a 
policy at home of turning our yearlings 
out instead of walking them. and in some 
special cases maybe we are afraid to turn 
one out and have him pull a shoe or wrap 
himself. 

As a rule, though. it is better to do this 
shoeing a month before. After you have 
spent all a colt’s life getting his feet 
rounded and in nice shape. you don’t 
want to turn him out and have him knock 
a plug out of his foot. It’s too late then 
to have anything done about it. 


Turning Out 


All foals with their dams are kept up 
at night until the night becomes warm. 
which is usually around June 1. During 
the hot summer months, they are put up 
during the heat of the day, from about 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. This will continue until 
weaning time, when the colts are sepa- 
rated from the fillies. 

The first time they are turned out. they 
are divided into small groups in pad- 
decks. This is done until they are broken 


to be caught without any trouble. After 
they have learned this lesson, they are 
put into larger groups and turned in a 
larger pasture. For the colts this proced- 
ure is followed until about April 1. 

At this time, the sale colts are separated 
and put into individual paddocks. We 
continue to do this until the sun begins 
to sunburn them and then they are turned 
out at night. The fillies are treated the 
same, except they are not separated. 

If you find a colt that is not gaining 
in condition or weight, he is kept up at 
night and only turned out for several 
hours in the early morning. Fillies are 
easily handled, and they usually are kept 
out at nights up to the sale. 

We never walk yearlings for exercise. 
since we believe turning out and letting 
them take their own makes them develop 
and puts on a firmer flesh. Without proper 
exercise you will get into trouble with 
enla.ged ankles and continued stocking. 

A lot of people walk their yearlings 
before the sales, for 2 or 3 weeks. Of 
course, there is a greater risk involved 
in turning out yearlings, but it is like any- 
thing else: if they get in the habit of going 
out in the mornings or at night. they know 
what to expect. As far as shipping is 
concerned, we have colts that go out 
the night before. and the next morning 
we take them up, clean them off and they 
walk right into the van. The minute you 
break a habit, the yearling will start 
looking for trouble. 


During the winter months, the horses 
are out all day. Some people take them 
up for feeding, then turn them out again, 
Lut we have found that, if they are in 
good physical condition otherwise. twice- 
a-day feeding is enough. 

If weather conditions are such that they 
can’t be turned out in the winter, then by 
all means they should be walked twice a 
day. for a couple of hours. 


Blemishes 


BOG SPAVIN: a soft swelling at the 
hock joint. It will not cause lameness and 
is more of a blemish than anything else. 
A lot of breeders believe a bog is brought 
on by force feeding, or too much feed 
and not enough exercise. There may be 
some truth in this. since most bogs dis- 
appear when a yearling is put under 
saddle. There are many different treat- 
ments. but we have found cold-water 
packs, antiphlogistine or mud is the best. 
Some mild linaments, rubbing twice a day. 
are also effective. You can also get a 
competent vet to remove the fluid and in- 
ject hydrocortisone. 

SPLINT: an enlargement along the 
cannon, usually on the inside. If a splint 
is popped far enough in advance of the 
sale, we usually cool it out and have it 


fired. 
CAPPED HOCK: a soft swelling at 
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the point of the hock. This is usually 
acquired by kicking the stall, or having 
toc small a stall while being vanned. The 
best treatment is to hose with cold water 
as soon as possible. Antiphlogistine may 
be used. If neither of these has removed 
the swelling and all the fever has gone. 
a series of blisters will have to be used 
to reduce the size. 

WIND PUFF: a swelling above and be- 
hind the ankle along the tendon sheath. 
This can usually be taken care of with 
massages twice daily with a non-blister- 
ing linament .. . 

There are cases, with splints. that I 
think you will do the future buyer a 
favor to go ahead and fire the splint. I 
doen't think most trainers or prospective 
buyers pay too much attention to splints. 
if the splint has been fired, sweated and 
reduced . . . We feel a horse will get over 
the splint faster. and the job will be neat- 
er. if you'll go ahead and put 4 or 5 holes 
in it. then follow up with some paint. 
If it is far enough in advance of the sale. 
I'd rather go ahead and fire it and get it 
over with. 


Grooming 


During the summer months. when the 
mares and foals are stabled in the day- 
time, the foals will receive their pre- 
liminary groeming. Using a body brush 
and rub rag. you must go over each 
foal daily until weaning time. This is 
net done for appearance but to get the 
foal used to a body brush, rubbing ‘his 
legs and having his feet picked out. 


Starting at this early age. the foal will 
never forget and, consequently. will not 
give you any trouble when regular groom- 
ing starts. During the = spring, when 
yearlings are shedding. they are groomed 
only when it is needed. Our summer 
sales yearlings will be groomed regu- 
larly, starting about May 1, or 75 or 80 
days before the sale. I have heard of 
many different kinds of baths and_ vac- 
unm cleaners for excellent coats of hair. 
but I know of none like good old elbow 
grease. 

About a month before the sale. you 
should get their ears clipped out and 
fetlocks cut. It will dress a yearling up 
and the 30 days will let the hair grow 
back to its natural state. And for goodness 
sakes, keep a comb out of the horse’s tail. 
Brush it only. 

The manes must lay on the right-hand 
side and the easiest way is for it to get 
seme length; then when you pull it. it will 
stay there. Water is a great thing in 
erooming manes and tails. 


Showing Yearlings 


This should start at the farm. when 
yeu start grooming your yearlings regu- 
larly. We have a policy that, after a 
yearling has received his grooming each 
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day, he is taken from his stall and taught 
how to walk and stand. Some grooms 
have a nack for showing. and these are 
the grooms who should do your showing 
at the sales. A groom can make you or 
lose you a lot of money if your yearling 
is not shown preperly. 

A yearling should be taught to walk 
alertly and not allowed to loaf. When 
stopping, he should stop with his feet 
under him. with his weight equally dis- 
tributed. If his stance needs to be cor- 
rected. lead him forward, never back 
him up. 

Joe Palmer once put it this way: “It is 
the business of every seller to put his 
product on the market as attractively as 
possible. just as if he were a jeweler or 
a grocer or a politician. It is the busi- 
ness of the buyer to see through every 
subterfuge and to distinguish between 
decoration and quality. If a man can be 
induced to go another thousand because 
a yearling has been rubbed sleek and had 
his mane and tail done up with colored 
ribbons, that’s just good showmanship or 
bad judgment. depending on which side 
you're on.” 


At the conclusion of Nuckols’ address, 
Morris cautioned breeda:s that the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company would refuse to accept 
animals which were not adequately pre- 
pared for the sale. His remarks follow: 


When I listen to a talk like this about 
showing yearlings. it’s such a_ short 
memory back to our sale last year. Ig- 
ncrance is not always bliss. It’s certainly 
a great handicap sometime. When we 
think of the length of time you and some 
others have been selling and preparing 
horses. and how we in our weakness and 
inexperience tried to do it last year. it cer- 
tainly seems to me that everyone who ex- 
pects to be in the breeding business and 
tries to sell animals through the Illinois 
sale should listen and try to profit accord- 
ingly. The discussion which you have 
heard this evening will. I am sure. appear 
mostly in 7'he Blood-Horse and I 
hope that you will read it and take it to 
heart. 

I remember last year after the sale, we 
were discussing the matter of culling and 
not accepting horses which were not fit 
to be seen by the public. And some 
weren't. It was suggested at one point 
in the conversation that the Illinois Thor- 
oughbred breeders appoint a committee to 
Je their culling. And then all at once it 
eccurred to those members who thought 
that would be a good idea that we should 
appoint somebody else because none of 
us wanted to get shot. So it may have to 
come to the point where horses to our 
sale, if they are not presentable, if they 
are not well presented. if they are going 
to do things to the reputation of the in- 
dustry that should not be done. thet the 
Breeders’ Sales Company themselves re-

AUSTRALIA 


Riding in a Cloud 


SypNey. “It was just like riding in a 
cloud,” said jockey W. Camer after Wig- 
gle’s easy victory in the £5,000 Alister 
Clark Stakes at Moonee Valley, Mel- 
bourne. “I just let her walk to the line.” 
Even so, the filly clipped almost 3 seconds 
off the course record. running the 114 
miles in 2:01.9. 

The 3-year-old Webster. On Guard. and 
But Beautiful were next across the fin- 
ish line. 

Before leaving for America (where she 
is to carry the colors of the Triple C 
Stable owned by Ted Clifford. of New 
Orleans). Wiggle is to run at the AJC 
Randwick carnival. She should gallop to 
the top of the list of mares which have 
raced in Australia. Her earnings of £29,- 
775 are third to those of the Melbourne 
Cup winner Evening Peal (£30,744) and 
Flight (£30,627). 

At Sydney one of the biggest shockers 
of the season transpired in the 10-furlong 
Chipping Norton Stakes at the Warwick 
Farm course. Lord came out looking like 
a picture for his Sydney debut and was 
1 to 4 against 3 opponents. He appeared 
set for another slashing win until he com- 
pounded suddenly in the straight, and 
along came Caesar to bury him. 

In the Melbourne meetings Lord had 
proved greatly superior to Caesar. The 
Chipping Norton result suggested that 
Lord is not so good when going more than 
9 furlongs. Caesar, on the other hand, 
comes from the family of such stayers as 
Prince Delville and Roman Holiday. 

Behind the first 2 in the Chipping Nor- 
ton Stakes came Ark Royal, the New 
Zealander which is favorite for the 2-mile 
Sydney Cup. 


Books vs. the Tote 


Bookmakers are engaged in war with 
the Sydney Turf Club, which is conduct- 
ing all-tote mid-week meetings. While 
bookmakers are banned from these meet- 
ings, 17 of them are permitted to operate 
on interstate races, or to take bets on 
races on other tracks. Now the Combin- 
ed Bookmakers’ Association has warned 
the 17 that if they continue to do busi- 
ness at all-tote meetings, they will be ex- 
pelled from the association. Says the 
chairman of the bookies: 

“There is no doubt that bookmakers 
fielding at all-tote meetings on inter- 
state races attract a bigger crowd. These 
men are helping the STC in its bid to 
rid the racing game of bookmakers. In 
other words, they are helping to put 
themselves out of business. It’s just too
